Yesterday his visit was to the National 
Schools, in The place is deeply 
interesting to all who endeavour 0 
the difficult problem of a nation’s education. Here, at 
the expense of the State, are trained little children, 
whose answers are conveyed in broken words, and 
whom mothers, in their pride, have adorned with 
faded relics of old finery. Here are the regimental 
schoolmistresses, soon to be sent to every quarter of 
the globe ; for England ie not unmindful of her 
soldiers’ children. When they have learned by 
practice how to teach the young, they are sent to our 
noble Colony of Canada, to the schools among the 
hills of India, or those among the mining population 
of Australia. Wherever the flag of England floats 
there is a school, and British commerce goes hand 
in hand with civilisation . 

The children, numbering some sixteen !:undred in all, 
yesterday passed their examination creditably. They 
shewed a proficiency in Algebra, Mechanics, Natural 
Philosophy, the Steam Engine, and Geography, far 
beyond what might be expected from their years. 
Pity there was not a prayer to consecrate the 
meeting; pity that, amidst all this, one thing was 
wanting---there was no soul to animate the body, 
no reliable foundation for all this ornamental archi- 
tecture. 

The visit of yesterday was more than usually 
interesting, for there were present the Duke 
and Duchess d’ Aumale, with their young 
son, and the Count de Paris. Who could look 
upon the countenance of the latter, and not 
think how near he is to a throne, and yet how 
far from it? The sad fate of his father, 
the dangers and trials of an angelic mother, his own 
youth spent wandering over the face of Europe, 
anywhere but in his own land, all rise up before us. 
We ask what is to be his fate, and that of the country 
whose legitimacy he represents? Will the day come 
when the spirit of the church and the spirit of the 
sword shall strive for the mastery, and will France, in 
the hour of her agony, invite as a sovereign the Prince 
who has been so schooled in calamity ? 

A lesson the Count de Paris might have learned 
yesterday---a lesson never to be.forgotten. The sys- 
tem of education he witnessed is that which the pre- 
lates of hischurch have overthrown. They obtained, 
as the price of their support, first to a Presidency, 
and then toan Empire, the supreme control over the 
education of the young. They demanded and ob- 
tained Chartered Universities, Middle Class and Pri- 
mary Schools. They were enabled by State grants 
to overthrow all opposition, and now they feel 
their ability to become masters of him they 
professed to serve. The Count de Paris may 
have heard of the Pope’s allocution, the synodical ad- 
dress of Westminster, and the wearisome lengthiness 
of Paul Cullen's epistle. All these demand supreme 
control, not only in spirituals, but in temporals. All 
pronounce “ inyestigation,”’ or “ abstruse reasoning,” 
or the “cry for Education,’ to be not only dis- 
loyal, but atheistical. It was by refusing concession 
to such demands Louis Philippe lost the favour of 
the Church : by conceding them, Louis Napoleon pur- 
chased her temporary support. The contest now 
beginning in France between the Church and the 
State proves that Louis Napoleon can grant no 
more. ‘The Count de Paris has seen in those crowded 
schools how futile are the fulminations of the priest- 
hood under a Constitutional monarchy based on a 
people’s love. 


Tue Times’ correspondent at Vancouver as sent home 
some interesting particulars respecting the seizure 
of San Juan. It appears that the press of California 
and Oregon had been retained, prior to the occupation 
by General Harney and his adherents. The reason 
given by the journals for this Buccaniering attempt 
is simply—“ San Juan commands the Bay of Georgia, 
we want it, and therefore must have it.” It requires 
some degree of patience not only to bear with such 
arrogance, but ti comment on it. This reason, how- 
ever, bad as it is, seems to be the only honest one. 
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expected, and the Americans required San Juan to 
repel it. ‘That is, as if a French army were marching 
on Dublin from the Wicklow hills, we required the 
Isle of Man to be fortified to protect our front. As 
there are no Indians in San Juan, and as they surely 
would not imprison themselves in anisland in order to 
pillage the continent, this pretext was abandoned. The 
next excuse is given in a letter from General Ilarney 
himself. He says that American citizens have 
been treated by the Hudson's Bay Company with 
indignities, and that “a British ship was sent to 
“ seize an American citizen, and bring him forcibly 
“to Vancouver.” Governor Douglas denies that 
any such event occurred. No American citizen was 
treated with indignity. No British ship whatever 
was sent to the island for such a purpose. There is 
not one word of truth in- the charge, and conse- 
quently Governor Douglas requests the Americans 
to withdraw. They, on the other hand, have 
strengthened their defences, and increased their 
troops. When the last mail left, they had 700 men 
on the island, and a battery of six 32-pounders, — 
The British force is overwhelming, and this is the 
best guarantee that on our side every exertion will 
be made to avoid a collision as long as we can do so 
with honour. 


But America contains many General IIarnevs. 
Every candidate for the President's Chair first cn- 
deavours to bring himself into notice by as nearly 
as possible kindling a war between England and Ame- 
rica. To avoid any repetition of such an act, we must 
strengthen the establishment of Victoria. Our Ame- 
rican friends may not like the establishment of a pow- 
erful colony close upon the bordersof their own terri- 
tory, but their own grasping avidity has caused it. Itis 
proposed, moreover, to make Esquimault harbour the 
station of our Pacific fleet. At present, our ships of 
war harbour at Panama, Valparaiso, or San Fran- 
cisco. Better that our ships should lie in our own 
magnificent harbour, to defend our commerce from 
Russia on the one hand, and America on the other. 
Ít is proposed, also, to give free grants of land to set- 
tlers from the mother country. This will, no doubt. 
eventually procure a sufficient population, but it will 
be the work of time. ,

have not pnt down an army of our own raising 
drilling in order to be intimidated by the undisciplined 
hordes of native chiefs, or the unwarlike crowds of the 
bazaar ; for the moment we hold India by the sword, 
and by the sword no one doubts we are able to hold it, 
so long as we are able to find the money for the re- 

quisite military establishment. On the other hand, 
such a measure, distasteful as it must necessarily be 
to all who come within its sweep, has undoubtedly 
many advantages. It will, if persevered in, go far 
to reinstate Indian finance in a sound position. 
To the European servants of the Company it must ap- 
pear 4 measure much preferable to the reduction of 
salaries, as being both less in amount and less certain to 
be permanent. The native community will learn from 
this infliction how completely their own interests are 
identical with those of the established Government of 
India. Under the gentle administration of England the 
Zeimander, the Schroff, and the trader have enjoyed an 
immunity from taxation such as no wealthy European 
class,and an immunity from violence and extortion 
such as no wealthy Asiatic class, ever enjoyed before. 
Itis for them we have toiled, and ruled, and 
conquered. Content for ourselves with moderate 
salaries and reasonable retiring allowances, we have 
enabled them to accumulate enormous wealth, 
out of which we have never called upon them to contri- 
bute one farthing to the public burdens. This state of 
things might have continued, but a fanatical priesthood 
and a licentious soldiery would not have it so. Those 
who viewed our desperate struggles for existence in 
1857 with secret pleasure or ostentatious indifference 
were not aware that the attack was levelled against 
them as well’ as against us, and that, whichever side 
might conquer, the expenses of the exterminating con- 
test would be sure to be drawn from their coffers. ‘This 
has now come to pass, and it is quite right that it 
should be so. It is quite right that the moneyed classes 
in India should feel that our prosperity is their pros- 

perity, and our adversity their adversity, and that, 
whatever be the prejudice of caste or the fanaticism of 
religion, their interests are necessarily and inseparably 
bound up in our own. 

Another item of the Indian intelligence which we 
receive with the greatest satisfaction is the final explo- 
sion of that most anomalous and presumptuous assembly, 
the Legislative Council of India. Wedo not now dispute 
or discuss the policy which induced Parliament to call 
to the assistance of the Central Government of India, 
which had gradually taken into its own handsthe whole 
administration of the country, a council composed of 
the judges of the land and of gentlemen deputed to re- 
present the distant provinces of the Empire. Such a 
body might be very useful in relieving the Central 
Government of the labours of legislation; but it is, 
after all, a council nominated by the Government 
and composed of its salaried officers, neither possess- 
ing, nor intended to possess, the slightest semblance 
of independence. From the moment, therefore, this 
body arrogated to itself the rights and privileges of the 
House of Commons, began to have debates on the fine 
old English model, to make opposition speeches, and 
seek to tickle the ears of the baboos in the gallery, we 
regarded it as a mere contrivance for anarchy and con- 
fusion, and viewed its entire suppression, or at any rate 
its reduction within much less pretentious limits, as a 
matter of the clearest necessity. That time has at 
length arrived. ‘The present crisis is too stern and ex- 
acting to allow the Government to tamper with its own 
authority by getting up an opposition within itself ; the 
Legislative Council has been recalled from its dreams 
of Parliamentary supremacy to a consciousness of its 
own real duties and powers, and will henceforth, we 
presume, conduct itself with more modesty, or incur 
the risk of a total suppression. 

A further advantage which has resulted from the 
manner in which the Indian Government has been’ 
brought face to face with its difficulties is, that the minds 
of men are at last thoroughly roused, and questions 
which were unable to penetrate through the mass of 
leaden obstruction which the East India Company inter- 
posed between India and her Oriental dominions are now 
in everybody’s mouth. Have we been wise in our recent 
extensions of territory ? Shall we imitate the policy of 
Augustus and Adrian, and recede from acquisitions too 
remote to be retained without ruinous sacrifices ? Oude, 
Nagpore, Pegu. the Punjaub, and the North-West Pro- 


vinene are pach and all peepec-d to ho theawe evcebous J 
in the storm which is now raging. Bengal, Bombay, 
and Madras would pay their own way. We should re- 
tain the sea coast, the Customs’ revenue, and the com- 
mand of the Eastern Seas. The loss of dignity and con- 
sideration implied in this retrograde policy men are dis- 
posed to estimate very differently according to their 
dispositions, and we have no scale with which to 
measure it. One thing is, however, clear---that if we 
abandon these vast territories, we must either exercise 
& paramount influence over them, or abandon them to 
their own guidance. Inthe former case it would probably 
Le found that the military force required to control quast 
independent States, possessing armies of their own, and 
exposed more and more every day to the influence of 
other Euro; ean Powers from the increasing facility of 
communication, would be as great as that which we now 
employ ; in the latter case we should be reduced to the 
position of holding the coasts of a country the interior 
of which was given over to hopeless bloodshed and 
anarchy. By playing off the hatred of the Sikhs against 
the natives of Hindostan as a counterbalance to the 
Sepoy insurrection, we emerged from our recent difficul- 
ties. Will that hatred be less fierce or its results less 
bloody if we withdraw from the arena and leave the 
two hostile nations to fight out their own quarrel? We 
have mediatised native Priaces and overthrown native 
aristocracies, Can we look tamely on at the anarchy 
and bloodshed which must result from the attempt to 
reconstruct them ? 

_ We have, besides, two other schemes proposed. One 
is to break up India into provinces, something after the 
manner proposed by Mr. Bright, only retaining that 
central government for the purposes of the army, of fo- 
reign relations, and communications with England, 
which it was the very end and aim of Mr. Bright's 
scheme to abolish. Another plan is to place the North- 
west and the Punjaub under a Zemindary settlement 
after the manner of the permanent settlement of 
Bengal, guaranteeing its permanence for two hun- 
dred years, and then it is considered that the ne- 
cessity for maintaining an armed force would be 
altogether superseded. We have not left ourselves 
space to discuss these very interesting and plausible 
suggestions. It is quite possible that a measure 
embodying the leading features of both of them may 
ultimately be adopted. Of this, at any rate, we are 
sure-—that retrenchment in India can only be effected 
by carrying on the government in a manner agreeable 
to its people, and that, in order to attain this, no 
means would be so efficacious as a decentralisation 
of the Administration, and a measure which should 
give to the landed proprietors of India an interest

The Daily News on the Murder of Count Anviti: 


The assassination of Colonel Anviti will not 
enemies of Italian freedom the ga os oe

have greedily seized upon this one act of violence, dis- 
torted its proportions, and exaggerated its atrocity, is 
perfectly natural. For eo a they have been tor- 
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have been guilty of similar outrages on even less provo- 
cation. The violent hanging of Porteus by the Edin- 
burgh populace is a case in point. But in any such 
demonstration only the lowest class of the people are 
actually at work. Amongst the better classes, however 
strong their feelings may be, reverence for law over- 
comes the wild instinct of justice that hurries the crowd 
into anticipating the decision of the tribunal, and 
usurping the functions of the executioner. 

We have little doubt that this will prove to have been 
the case at Parma, when the results of the searching bh 
inquiry into the affair which the Government has insti- | the 
tuted are made known. This inquiry is sufficient evi- 
dence that there is neither weakness nor irresolution on 
the part of the central authority. The dictator of the 
Duchy, Farini, who has hitherto conducted the affairs of 
the Government with such firmness, prudence, and skill, 
is not likely to allow the national cause to suffer from 
any want of decision or promptitude at such a crisis. A 
telegram which we publish this morning intimates that 
the Government is determined to “ act with due severity 
against the guilty partics,” and that “an inquiry into the 
late assassination is being actively carried on.” But, of 
course, a reasonable time must be allowed for such an 
investigation. When a crime of this kind is perpe- 
trated by a crowd, it is difficult to bring it home to the 
immediate agents, and almost impossible to trace it to 
any particular individual. Still, a searching investiga- 
tion will scarcely fail to detect the ringleaders, and they 
will, of course, be brought to justice. M.Granguillot is 
therefore a little too hasty in demanding, through the 
semi-official columns of the Constitutionnel, the “chastise- 
ment of a crime which would stain the honour of Italy,” 
and therefore, he suggests, of France, its patron and 
protector, “if it were not to be avenged.” Italy, during 
the last five months,# has shown herself perfectly capa- 
ble of protecting her own honour. 

The moral of this mournful tragedy is plain enough. 
If the legal guilt of the atrocity falls upon the populace 
of Parma, a large share of the moral responsibility con- 
nected with it lies at the door of those who purposely 
prolong the cruel suspense in which the Duchies are 
kept. The Provisional Governments which the popular 
will provided and sustained have performed their diffi- 
cult task to'the admiration of the world. But they are 
only provisional, and the longer the transfer of their 
function is delayed, the more keenly will the need ofa 
permanent and settled government be felt. The con- 
tinued alternations of hope and fear incident to such 
a position are enough to try the constancy and fret the 
temper of any people. The wonder is that the popula- 
tion of the States ‘have borne so well the diplomatic 
delays that have week after week perplexed their minds 
and disappointed their hopes. And it is the imperative 
duty of the Great Powers to put an end to this struggle 
and this suspense without delay. While it continues 
there is scope for the desperate plots and desperate hopes 
of the’ banished Princes. There is scope, also, for the to 
keen vigilance and indignant reprisals of the outraged 
peoples. And those who prolong this dangerous state 
are morally responsible for the result.

ancestors, “a Parliament guestion.” The records of the 
realm, powever, are not fated to meet any such 
consideration. For them nobody is responsible. The 
highest of their custodiers is, of coufse, the Master of 
the Rolls, but it is absurd to say that he exercises 
any direct jurisdiction or control over them. If the 
most important fact in our history has to be investigated, 


or the misrepresentation of it to be set right, the onus 
mat lie nnon prieweew Ladividuals, and even assertions 


in the Lord Chancellor’s own book on the Chancellors 
will show that records that never existed may be quoted 
at second-hand for generations, and alleged facts con- 
tinuously perpetuated.

THE RIFLE DRILL AT HYTHE.

better ; for those of us who never had fired a gun were 
most probably the best, as he had merely to teach us to 


s 10eting were probably the worst, as he would first have 
t break them off bad habits, and, until they were broken 
off them, it was useless to teach them to shoot. 
us to shoot ; the more of this a man had the better. A 
not a single fault. The first object of this position 
drill was to teach men to shoot without ever firing a 
shot ; and I have not the slightest doubt that this can 
be done. Now, gentlemen, [ will tell you our daily 
work for the first week. The course of instruction was 
cleaning of arms, theoretical principles, aiming drills, 
position drills, judging distance drills. In the cleaning 
of arms we were not only taught to clean our rifle, but 
every part of the weapon was named and explained to 
us. We were taught to dismount and remount the lock, 
and name every part of it. In the aiming drills we 
placed our rifle upona tripod, with a sandbag at the 
top, and laid our aim at the target at all distances, from 
150 to 900 yards. After laying theaim, it was examined 
by one of the Staff, or the sergeant, who pointed out any 
fault that might be in the aim, such as too full, 
or a little to the left or to the right. 
In the position drills we were taught to 
handle the rifle. to bring the body in the proper posi- 
tion for firing, to bring the rifle to the ‘ present’ 
quickly and steadily. On Monday, the Ist of 
August, we fired blank cartridge, and on Tuesday we 
began firing ball cartridge, and then commenced such 
excitement as I never witnessed before. The first 
course was the third class. We fired five rounds at 
150 yards, fiveat 200 yards, five at 250 yards, and five 
at 300 yards ; and, if we did not make 15 points, we 
were kept in the third class. Our gallant lieutenant 
made 29 points ; another man, Warner, of Oxford, made 
the same ; and this wasthe largest score. I only made 
14 points, and, like all blockheads, was kept in the third 
class; but I have the satisfaction to say I got out of it, 
and am now a secotid-class man. This practice lasted 
from Tuesday to Saturday. and I cannot describe to you 
the excitement of it. It exceeded anything I ever saw. 
Hunting, or cricket, or boating is nothing to it. I felt, 
when I saw it, that there was no mistake about the 
volunteer movement; and there is no reason 
why there should not be the same excite- 
ment when the Cheshire companies march from their 
parade ground for ball practice as there was at the 
barrack yard at Hythe. On Saturday afternoon the 
struggle was between Warner and Tinley for the first 
prize ; they were firing at 900 yards. There were many 
spectators,and aseach of these two men knelt to fire 
there was not even a whisper heard ; all seemed afraid even 
to breathe. They both got 11 points---a tie, but Warner 
won, as in the previeus classes he had made 53 points, 
and Tinley 51. On Monday we fired ten rounds file 


firing, ten rounds volley firing, and = ten 
rounds skirmishing. The last is beautiful work. 
We loaded as we ran, and fired at dis- 


tances of 400 to 200 yards; but we had to judge our 
own distances, and we were kept advancing and retiring 
as muchas ible, so as to confuse us. Now, you know, 
if, 200 yards’ distancé we fired at an elevation of 400 
yards, our bullets would go at least five feet above the 
target. Ifat 400 yards’ distance we tried fire at an eleva- 
tion of 200 yards, then the bullet would strike the ground 
at 280 yards. The mean averages are as follows :— 1859, 
Jan.,—officers, 46°08 ; soldiers, 43°97. April—officers, 
46°94; soldiers, 44°35. July—officers, 45°62; soldiers, 
42°62. The mean of this is—officers, 46°22; soldiers, 
43°65. “The General was surprised at this result: he 
said he expected us to beat the soldiers, because, in 
shooting, intelligence is what tells, but he could not 
understand our beating the officers. He could only ac- 
count for it by the fact that we had worked so much 
harder. On Monday night wegave the General and his 
Staff a splendid dinner, and on Tuesday we left Hythe 
with heavy hearts, for we all felt we were leaving kind 
friends.”

But, if it was important and ne- 
cessary that we should properly educate animals, how 
much more so wasit that we should properly educate 
men who possessed immortal souls, and whose habits 
and principles, which were to constitute the ground- 
work of their future life, could only be formed by it ? 
One of the objects of his visit was to protest against 
the idea so prevalent, that people ceased to obtain in- 
struction as soon as they left school. That was not a 
fact; no matter what position they might be placed in, 
they were still constantly getting new and additional 
knowledge. The world was nothing more than 
a vast academy, and the friction of life was in itself a 
system of education. It might be said by some one that 
when we left school, we ceased to have a teacher, and 
therefore were done with instruction ; but such was 
not the case. It was true that we were then no lon- 
ger under the eye of a pedagogue, and in fear of his 
rod, but we were still governed by the ideas of duty, 
self-respect, conscience, common sense, and by the ma- 
gisterial sword when required. And every human being, 
from the lowest to the highest, was subject to these se- 
veral things. “The rev. gentleman then dwelt at consi- 
derable length upon the character of that education 


which we derived from sis intercourse, 
and which, he said, was the most valuable of 
all. As we derived knowledge from books 


at school, so also did we derive knowledge in after 
life from four great volumes---The book of nature, the 
book of revelation, the book of Providence, and the book 
of experience. But, without consulting and studying the 
book of revelation, it was impossible to appreciate and 
turn to proper account the knowledge which was com- 
municated by the book of nature. After expatiating 
upon these topics for some time, the lecturer concluded 
his remarks by showing his hearers the value of time, 
and impressed upon them thie necessity of availing them- 
selves of every opportunity presented for self-improve- 
ment. ‘The lecturer was heard with great attention, and 
the rev. gentleman was warmly and frequently applauded 
during its delivery. 


THE ROYAL IRISH ART UNION AND THE 
NATIONAL GALLERY OF IRELAND. 

The committee appointed to wind up the affairs of 
the Royal Irish Art Union having at last obtained the 
out-standing engraving, which has been beautifully 
finished by Mr. Golding, from the admired subject by 
D. Maclise, Esq., R.A., entitled “ The Peep into Futurity,” 
have been enabled finally, and most satisfactorily, to ar- 
range all the remaining matters connected with the 
society. 

At a full meeting recently held, at which Sir George 
F. T. Hodson, Bart., Sir James Dombrain, R.N., Walter 
Sweetman, Esq., J.P., W. C. Kyle, Esq., LL.D., Thomas 
Hutton, Esq., D.L., Stewart Blacker, Esq., and others, 
were present, it was resolved—That £100 be presented 
to Mr. Golding, in appreciation of the talented production 
now before the committee, with the thanks of the com- 
mittee, for the hand me manner in which he has acted, 
under very trying and adverse circumstances.” It was 
then unanimously resolved—*“That a conference be sought 
with the governors and guardians of the National Gallery 
of Ireland, with the view of handing over to them, for 
the benefit of the Arts in Ireland,and the public at large, 
this fine plate, such cash as remained in Bank after the 
discharge of the liabilities of the society, and to consult 
with them how the remaining property of the society, 
a considerable amount of old plates and engravings, 
might be applied to the same purpose.” 

In accordance with this resolution, a conference meet- 
ing took place on the 12th September, ultimo, at 113, 
Grafton-street—the Right Hon. the Lord Chancellor in 
the chair. Present—J. Calvert Stronge, Esq., J.P.; John 
G. Pigott, Esq.; George F. Mulvany, Esq., R.U.A. ; 
Catterson Smith, Esq., R.H.A.; William Broom, Esq., 
R.H.A,; Sir George F. J, Hodson, Bart. ; Sir James 
Dombrain, R.N.; Walter Sweetman, Esq., J.P. ; Wil- 
liam O’Kyle, Esq., LL.D. ; Thomas Hutton, Esq., D.L .; 
and Stewart Blacker, Esq.; at which it was resolved— 
“Thatthe governors and guardians of the National 
Gallery are ready to accept with thanks the proposed 
transfer to them of the balance of the funds of the Royal 
Irish Art Union, such transfer to be made to the trea- 
surer of the National Gallery.” Resolved—* ‘That the 
Governor and guardians are also willing to accept the 
plate and other remaining property of the Royal Irish 
Art Union, for the purpose of disposing thereof, by sale 
or otherwise, for the benefit of the National Gallery.” 

A subsequent meeting of the Royal Irish Art Union 
took place, at which the same members mentioned before 
attended. On reference to the bank-book, it appeared 
that a sum of £224 10s. 11d. was still forthcoming to the 
credit of the society —£100 having been appropriated to 
Mr. Golding, according to the resolution passed to that 
effect. A draft? for £100 was drawn in favour ot the 
National Gallery of Ireland, and the remaining £24 10s. 
lid. was handed over to Sir James Dombrain, to defray 
any expenses contingent on the closing of the society and 
a subsequent resolution passed, which was to the effect—

Pres ERVATION OF Jare FROM Si#ipwRecK.—On 
Thursday, a mecting of the Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution was Leld at its house, John-street, Adelphi--- 
Thomas Chapman, Esq., F.R.S.,in the chair. Mr. Lewis, 
the secretary, having read the minutes of the previous 

meeting, a reward of £30 was voted to the crew of the 
institution's lifeboat stationed at Southwold, and the 

silver medal to John Craigie, her coxswain, for their gal- 
lant services in rescuing, during a strong gale of wind 
and heavy sea, the crew of ten men,and the master’s wife, 
from the Prussian brig Lucinde, which was wrecked off 
Misner Haven, on the night of the 17th ult, The officer 
of the *Coastguard reported that the lifeboat Shad be- 
haved nobly on the occasion, as well as the boat's crew. 
The boat was several times buried in the seas, and once 
so completely so that it was believed that she had dis- 
appeared altogether; but she soon showed herself again, 
rising with her living freight likea cork. Areward of £13 
was also voted to the crew of the society’s boat at Bridling- 
ton, for rescuing, between three and four o'clock, on 
the morning of the 16th ultimo, the crew of six men 
from the brig Eliza, of Sunderland, which was wrecked 
off Bridlington, during a heavy gale of wind. A 
reward of £11 was likewise voted to the crew of the 
Castletown, Isle of Man lifeboat, which belongs to this 
institution, for putting off, on the night of the 30th of 
August, and rescuing three men from the Norwegian 
brigantine Opreisningen, which, during-a sudden gale 
of wind, had become disabled. The Wick lifeboat, 
whichis on the institution’s plan, wasalso reported to 
have saved recently a ship's crew, during a heavy gale 
of wind. The boat was under the command of Captain 
Tudor, R.N., who, for a previous act of bravery in 
rescuing life, wears the socicty’s medal. Rewards 
amounting to £15 10s, were also voted tothe crews of 
the society's lifeboats stationed at Fleetwood, Dover, and 
Boulmer, for putting off in reply to signals from vessels 
which, however, did not require the boats’ aid. 
The Ramsgate lifeboat, which is also on the institution’: 

plan, had recently, in conjunction with the Harbour 
Commissioners’ steam-tug and some luggers, succeeded 
in bringing into harbour, from the Goodwin Sands, the 
brig Quickstep of London. A reward of £5 was like- 
wise voted to the crew of a Harwick smack, for their 
valuable assistance in saving the crew of seven men from 
the brig Fame, of South Shields, which was wrecked 

on the “tate Sands, during hazy weather, onthe 6th 
ult. The institution decided to station a new lifeboat 
at Silloth, near Carlisle. Sir James Graham, Bart., 
M.P., has offered his co-operation to the humane under- 
taking. The society also ordered a lifeboat tobe built for 
Porthcawl, near Cardiff. The establishment had re- 
ceived the very liberal support of Mr. Talbot, M.P., 
lord lieutenant of the county, and other gentlemen 
in the locality. The society was reported to be mak- 
ing an urgent appeal to the seamen of the merchant 
service to assist it in placing and maintaining lifeboats 
on every exposed part of the coasts of the United King- 
dom, as who better than sailors can appreciate the com- 
fort of knowing where to run for a lifeboat when on a 
lee shore? We trust that this appeal will not be made 
in vain, as well to the officers and men of the Royal 
N avy for it isa fact not generally known, that during 
the last fifty years, an average of seven ships per annum 
have been lost from the Royal Navy. This very year, 
her Majesty's vessels Sapp , Heron, and Jascur, have 
been wrecked, with the loss of hundreds of hands. If 
all those, therefore, who; go to sea, or who have relations 
(and who amongst us have not ?) at sea, would contri- 
bute their mite towards the support of lifeboats, that 
they may not be lost on our cuasts from the want ofa life- 
boat, the funds of this philanthropic institution would 
receive a considerable oe accession of funds to- 
wards the support of eighty-seven lifeboat establish - 
ments. Payments amounting to upwards of £1,300, 
for lifeboats and their accessaries, having been ordered 
to be made, the proceedings closed.

The 
money already voted by the House of Commons has 
been expended, and after the two failures that have 
taken place we should imagine that he would wait until 
he received the directions of Parliament on the subject. 
Of course the clock, which has cost so much to put up, 
will have to be taken to pieces again in order that a new 
bell may be taken up ; and the old bell, if broken up in 
his belfry, may be taken down without interfering with 
the clock, which can still go on in its even tenor, ‘and 
may make use of the largest of the four quarter bells to 
strike the hours, and the public may still have the 
benefit of the clock until Parliament meets. The only 
persons who have profited by the accident have been 
the contractors, as they have earned and received the 
money ; but to the public the destruction of the two 
bells is not only a source of great expense, but has been 
productive of much inconvenience and annoyance. The 
amateurs have had a fair trial and have failed ; common 
sense would therefore dictate that some fresh talent 
should be employed and made personally responsible.

The crew thereupon took the captain into cus- 
tody, and, having placed him in irons, kept him a close 
prisoner in his own cabin until they brought the vessel 
into Cork, when they came on shore, and the mate, on 
behalf of himself and the rest of the crew, swore an 
information against the captain for having presented 
loaded fire-arms at the crew, and the captain was there-

úpon taken into custody by Constable Sparling and con- 
veved on shore, where he, the same evening, gave bail 
to stand his trial before the magistrates.

| against the captain :—- 


William Anderson, plaintiff ; Francis Duff, 
defendant. 
“ The information of Wm. Anderson, mate of the 
ship Spes, who, being duly sworn, saith that on the Ist 


Sept., 1859, in the ship Spes, while on the high seas on 


voyage from Savannah le Mar to Glasgow, the said de- 
fendant, Francis Duff, being the master of said ship, 
without any justifiable cause whatever, called me a 
liar and assaulted me ; the second mate, Wm. Browne, 
caught defendant, who in return made some blows 
at and struck him, the second mate, several times 
without any provocation, and then ordered him for- 
ward; I further say that he, defendant, went into the 
said second mate's room, and proceeded to throw the 
said second inate’s clothes on deck ; the defendant then 
ordered me to do my duty—viz., to get the royal 


studding sail booms on the yards of. the ship; 
I told him there was no such thing; he again 
told me I was a liar; I swear there was no 


such thing in the ship at the time ; he afterwards, on the 
same day,went into my room and threw out my clothes 
on the deck, and then went into and returned from 
the cabin armed with a six-barrelle? revolver and 
threatened the entire crew, adding, ‘ I will shoot you 
down like dogs ;’ he presented a pistol at my face and 
told me it was loaded; I asked or desired him to put 
the revolver away; he struck me under the right eye 
with the muzzle of the revolver, thereby inflicting a 
severe wound upon me; I then went from him, and he 
followed me and ordered the crew to square the fore 
yard, which was accordingly done ; the defendant then 
went into the cabin and immediately afterwards re- 
turned to the deck, bringing with him the before-men- 
tioned revolver and a large pistol, and again made 
threats against the crew as before; whereupon 
two of the crew, [eter Clark and James Buck 
ecized the defendant, and the remainder of the crew 
assisted in placing irons upon his arms ; while the irons 
were on he struck the said second mate in the face with 
the irons ; I then called the crew aft and the defendant 
was carried to his room and irons placed on his legs ; 
this course was adopted for the safety of the lives of the 
crew and to prevent further violence by defendant; I 
afterwards heard defendant exclaim, ‘I am sorry I did 
not shoot five or six of you ;’ [ saw him three or four 
times previously on the vovage under the influence of 
drink ; at the time of the before-mentioned assaults and 
threats there was no mutiny or tendency to a mutiny by 
or on the part of any of the crew, or threats of violence 
against the defendant, save as aforesaid.”’ 

The case of William Anderson rv. F. B. Duff being 
called, 

Francis Bluet Duff*master of the Spes, examined---I 
have been at sea 25 years, and have been mastér ofa 
vessel for 10 or 11 years; I remember the 4th February 
1858 ; 1 sailed from Liverpool that day in the ship Spes; 
the defendants, Peterson, William Anderson, William 
Ilutchinson, and Emanuel Pomfret, sailed with me from 
Liverpool; the other defendants joined the ship at differ- 
ent places; we arrived at Jamaica on the 13th July 
the crew all mutinied at Jamaica; the entry referring 
to the mutiny is in the official log; I read the entry over 
to the crew, but I omitted to state in the log-book that 
I had done so; on the 3rd of September I was 
fifty miles E.N.F. of the Straits ot Florida; Iwas up the 
entire week before, as the Straits of Florida are very 
dangerous ; at dinner time I gave the mate, W. Ander- 
son, orders to get the anchors in; he told me I was 
humbuggirg him; I remonstrated with him, when he 
told me he knew his duty as well and better than I did; 
I was very much annoyed, and I struck him on the face 
with the beck of my hand ; he distinctly refused to obey 
my orders before | struck him; he refused once or 
twice ; I asked him why the sails were not on the yards 
as I had ordered him ; he said he knew his business 
better than myself ; I struck him on the face with my 
hands and he walked forwards ; the second mate then 
sprung upon me from behind and canght me by the 
collar ; I swung round to shake him off, and I struck 
him once or twice; Ithen told him I considered 
him no longer an officer of the ship, and told him 
to take his clothes out of the cabin and go forward ; 
the second mate said he would not take his clothes—he 
refused to do it, and I ordered James M‘Cullagh to take 
the clethes forward; during this time I saw the first 
mate coming along the starboard side of the ship, and 
the crew were coming along the port side of the ship ; 
I went over to the first mate and asked him was he going 
to obey my orders, or was he going to get up a mutiny; 
he he would not do what I him, and that I was 
a om and humbugging the crew; I went over to the 
crew asked them what they wanted; they made no 
answer; I asked them did they intend to mutiny; they 
made no answer, and I saw them putting their hands to 
their knives; I went to the cabin and took from it what

off work on board ship is six o'clock ; it was half-past

wan imomhu Ó by Mr. Jnlian—lIt was on Thersday I 
got on shore; I did not swear any information until Sa- 
turday ; how many men have left your ship during the voy- 
age, and while you were in command ofher?--I don’t know 
36 men have left the vessel; that is a pretty good test of 
the sort of master you are. The owners of the ship have 
sent her on to Glasgow; the last vessel I commanded 
was the Blorengee; I left her in Valparaiso—a captain 
had to come overland to take the vessel up from me; the 
owners deprived me of the command; I did not get any 

from the owners of that vessel; four or five 
merchants in Valparaiso, knowing the circumstances, 
offered me the command of vessels, and I ted the 
command of the Spes from one of the first firms in 
the town; I got characters when taking the defendants 
on board the Spes; some of them had no characters and 
others had; while I was co in the cabin they re- 
fused me pen and ink. Can ygu show me any act of 
mutiny on the part of the crew, gave and except this act 
on the 3d of September? Did they ever misconduct 
themselves during the voyage or disobey your authority 
save on that occasion ?—Well, they did not. What did 
you drink on that day ?-—Nothing, except tea and 
coffee ; I never came on board drunk with my clothes 
full of mud from rolling about the streets ; there were 
five bottles of spirits on board ; I drank none of them ; 
one of the first things the men did was to take them, 
and I believe they were hove overboard ; there were 
four bottles of wine in the cabin which I brought on 
shore: I never knew the whiskey was thrown over- 
board ; when the pilot came on board I had a drop of 
grog with him in the morning; I never said I would 
shoot the men down like dogs ; there were five other 
pistols on board the vessel in the cabin ; I did not put 
the muzzle ef the pistol close to their faces ; the men 
removed all the firearms, and I don’t know what they 
did with them; there were 15 lbs. of powder and 4 Ibs. 
of shot on board ; I never told the men that the revolver 
was leaded. 

Mr. Tabiteau, R.M., said the question in the case was, 
had the men a right to put the captain in irons ? If they 
had that right, their subsequent treatment of him was 
matter of not muchimportance. He (Mr. Tabiteau) did 
did not think they treated him harshly while in irons. 

Cross-examination continued---Were your men guilty 
ef unkindness to you,except the keeping you in security ? 
did they offer you wine ?—Yes, I refused it. You refused 
it as you could not get whiskey or rum. They brought 
in the vessel into Queenstown at my request. 

To Mr. ‘Tabiteau--The reason I asked the mate to put 
into Queenstown was because [ did not think the crew 
could safely work the vessel to Glasgow. 

Constable Michael Sparling proved having received 

a large horse pistol from the first mate ; there was only 
half a charge of powder and no ball in it ; the nipple was 
rusty. 
Mr. Jullian then addressed the bench, on behalf of the 
mate and crew. He submitted that this was a case of 
great importance, both to the shipping interest, the com- 
manders of ships, and last, though not least, to the sailors 
who worked those ships, and who earned their wages as 
hard as any men in existence. He (Mr. Julian) hoped 
that in this stage of society it would not be laid 
down as law that captains of vessels were justified 
in shooting their men down like dogs. ‘The cap- 
tain admitted having threatened to do so on one 
occasion, and he trusted the magistrates would teach this 
gentleman that he and others in his position were not 
to ride rougirshod over their unfortunate crews, or use 
loaded firearms against them under any circumstances. 
It was sought to be asserted by the captain that the 
pistols were not loaded---on that point the crew, eight 
of them, would distinctly swear that the revolver was 
loaded, and that they saw the charge in it ; under those 
circumstances the men took the only course left open 
to them, when the captain was rushing frantically about 
the deck with two deadly weapons ; they arrested him 
and put it out of his power to endanger either his 
own life or those of his crew. Mr. Julian contended 
at some length that the men were perfectly justified 
in what they had done, and at the conclusion of his 
speech, 

Mr. Tabiteau said the evening was so far advanced 
that they had better adjourn the case.

BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY. 
TUESDAY. 
(Before Judge Berwick.) 
In re O Farrell. 

Mr. Dowse appeared for the assignees, and Mr. Cox 
for a creditor. The bankrupt in this case had been a 
druggist in Upper Baggot-street, and was bronght up for 
re-examination, during which he deposed that he had his 
premises in Baggot-street insured for £800; that he had 
about £50 or £60 worth of furniture which belonged to 
his mother, and that his interest in the hous, was derived 
from a lease granted by the Court of Chancery. He also 
stated that he had two other houses in Castle-street, in- 
sured to the extent of £1,000, the interest in 
which was derived from a lease too. He was 
compelled to mortgage a portion of his »pro- 
perty to Mr. Rosenthal, an attorney,the consideration 
for which mortgage was £400, but he got only £290 out 
of that amount. ‘The remainder was kept for law costs 
which, however, were never furnished nor taxed. In 
reply to a question put by the court, the witness stated 
that Mr. Rosenthal had never been engaged in a law 
suit for hjm ; that he had merely been employed to 
raise the money, and draw a leaseand assignment. The 
£290 was paid to a builder, at the rate of £15 a 
week. 

Mr. Cox appeared for Mr. Rosenthal the mortgage 
of the premises and stated that several other matters 
had been done for the bankrupt, by Mr. Rosenthal, 
besides those which had been mentioned. 

His Lordship ordered the costs to be taxed before the 
case was further proceeded with.
